A 16-year old boy brought down a big 
buck on the mountain near the Buena 
Vista reservoir Monday; morning. 
Ray­ 
mond Harbaugh, son of William Har- 
baugn, Buena Vista, was the Buccssful

self when he shot the deer. The deer had 
four prongs and weighed 120 pounds. 


One of the largest deer ever killed in the 
South Mountain was shot by Dr. John 
Lessig, from Schuykill Haven, who is a 
member of the Arendtsville Hunting 
Club.

SUE FOR $20,000 


Suit was brought Thursday in York 
County court by Attorneys J. C. Boyd, of 
Baltimore, and J. L. Rouse, York, for 
Annie K. Eline, of Baltimore, against the 
W. M. Railway Co., for $20,000 damages 
for the death of her husband, J. F. Eline. 
The latter was an occupant of an ontomo- 
bile which came into collision with a pas­ 
senger train at Smyser's crossing, in West 
Manchester township, on the nightofSep 
tember, 13 last. 
Mr. Eline was almost in­ 
stantly killed, but the other occupants 
were unhurt. It is claimed that the acci­ 
dent yas caused principally by the failure 
of the electric automatic bell located at 
the crossing to ring and warn travelers of 
the approach of the train. 


From injuries sustained three days ago, 
when an explosion followed the attempt 
of her husband, Chief of Police James Le­ 
mon, of Arnold, to find a gas leak with a 
match, Mrs. Lemon died, and Chief Le­ 
mon cannot recover. 


Six “infant drops,” given to the three- 
months-old baby of Mrs. Charles Camp­ 
bell, of Snydertown, to soothe it to slum­ 
ber, put the baby to sleep permanently. 
The child was found dead in bed, 


Coal oil and matches mixed to start the 
kitchen fire for Anna Subeck, at William 
Penn, near Girardville, last Friday, and 
the result was the complete destruction of 
her home and its contents,

MILLER DEFENDS 
WHIPPING POST 


iow nor Says State Will Reg­ 


ulate Its Own Affairs. 


WILL 
IGNORE 
CRITICISM 


Delaware Executive Replies to Pro­ 
tests Against Relic of Barbarism and 
Warns Evil-Doers It Will Stay. 


Despite the nation-wide protest made 
*guinst the continuance of the whip 
ping post in the state of Delaware 
Crovernor Charles R. Miller gave out a 
statement in Wilmington, in which ho 
declared that his state would con­ 
tinue to do as it pleased, without re­ 
spect to the opinion of the nation in 
general. 


Governor Miller’s defl was issued, 
following a storm of protest against 
the public whipping of two negroes. 
The punishment of the two men fol­ 
lowed closely on an agitation started 
in congress to force Delaware to abol­ 
ish its relic of barbarism—probably 
the last whipping post in the civilized 
world. 


Governor Miller’s statement reads: 
“The courtsand other legal author­ 
ities of the state of Delaware will ad­ 
minister the internal affairs of the 
commonwealth regardless of any at­ 
tempted Interference by a member of 
congress or of individuals residing in 
other states, who are ignorant of con­ 
ditions and permit themselves to be 
misled by extravagant and highly col­ 
ored newspaper articles. 


“The persons who have written me 
numerous letters, some of them abus­ 
ive and insulting to the citizenship of 
the state, should pause to consider 
that state government in America is 
based upon a statutory law by men 
elected by the people. 


“I shall uphold the slate’s coMr*s in 
the 
administration of the law rnd 
warn all evil-doers to give Delaware a 
wide berth if they wish to escaj • t!:e 
whipping post.” 


He said the whipping post was the 
fundamental punishment for crinv? to 
evil doors in Delaware sin 
1G5G and 
will continue to be so far as he is per­ 
sonally concerned until the people by 
their own free will decree otherwise. 


Governor Miller 
personally favors 
the whipping post. 
He considers it 
one of the most effective barriers to 
vicious criminals, and points to the 
minimum record of crime in Delaware 
as largely d.ie to the fear of the whip­ 
ping post With this mode of punish 
ment abandoned, he is of the belief 
that Wilmingtfin would become a stop 
ping off place for the biggest criminals 
in the country from the large cities 
with 
which 
Wilmington is in line, 
namely, New York, Philadelphia, Bal­ 
timore and Washington, 


Defe-ds 
Post In Congress. 


T; * b'lis *;ack whipp ng of convicts 
in Delaware was defended in the house 
by Representative Brockson,, of thaf 
state, in a speech that bristled with 
Dibliral quotations and legal citations 
in favor of the rod and thou shalt de­ 
liver his soul from hell. 


Mr. Brockson declared as false the 
charge that Delaware had adminis­ 
tered “cruel and unusual punishment,” 
and said tiie practice of making mar­ 
tyrs of criminals was a curse to mod­ 
ern society. 


“The state of Delaware/* Mr. Brock­ 
son dedarcd, “being satisfied of the 
justice of her laws, is willing to stand 
alonu lor *!n t which is right rather 
than to stand with the multitude for 
•that which is wrong. 


“All through the Bible,“ cried ho, 
“we are taught that corporal punish 
ment does have a good effect. 
‘With­ 
hold not correction from the child, for 
if thou beatest him with the rod be 
shall not die/ “ he quoted. 
“ ‘Thou 
shalt beat him with the rod and thou 
shalt dellve/* his soul from hell/ 99 


Mr. Brockson quoted Theodore Roose­ 
velt as saying, when president, that 
certain 
offenders 
needed a special 
type of punishment and that “prob 
ably some form of corporal punish­ 
ment would be the most adequate way 
of meeting this kind of crime" (wife 
beating)^

Representative 
Evans, of Montana, to direct the presi­ 
dent and attorney general to bring in­ 
junction proceedings against the Dela­ 
ware authorities to prevent the whip­ 
ping of prisoners at New Castle, Del 
was left by the house without action.

Man, 25, Killed Girl, 12, and Himself. 


Maddeged by the unrequited love oi 
a twelve-year-old girl, Michael Martin, 
twenty-five years old, shot and killed 
Anna Reckles, a pretty little schoolgirl, 
and then shot himself in Scranton, Pa. 


Martin had been boardiag at tke 
Reckles home for the last year. His at­ 
tentions to the girl aroused th% suspi­ 
cions of the parents, and they ordered 
him to leave. 


Making his plans of murder with do 


liberation and coolness, iMartin car 
ried them into effect in every detail. 
Enticing the girl Into his room on the 
second floor of the home, while a girl 
friend was in the hall, and her mother, 
sisters 
and 
brothers were on the 
ground floor, the enraged and disap­ 
pointed lover clutched her in one arm 
and, drawing a revolver 
from 
his 
pocket with the other, fired at her 
point blank. 


The girl put up one hand to protect 
herself, and the first bullet pierced 
the palm. 
Another struggle ensued 
and Martin finally placed the revolver 
to her temple and fired. The little vic­ 
tim sank 
down on the bed, uncon 
scions. Martin fchen turned the gun on 
1# m self. 


Members of the family, hearing the 
shots, rushed to the room. Martin has 
already breathed his last and the girl 
was unconscious. She died one hour 
later at the State hospital.

York,—For a half hour Wednesday 
morning the body of Arthur E. Fackler, 
25 years old, an employe of the York Tel­ 
ephone and Telegraph Co., hung in mid­ 
air, suspended by his life belt from the 
top of a pole in the West End, in full 
view of a largo throng of horrified men, 
women anil children. 
It was finally 
lowered, and two hours were spent in a 
fruitless attempt to restore the life burned 
; out by 2200 volts of electricity from a wire 
with which the man had accidently come 
in contact. 
Fackler was working upon a 
<f8wing” on a cable, and Marlet Seiger, 
his brother-in-law, in the street below, 
was holding a rope which depressed the 
high-tension electric wires to what was re­ 
garded as a safe distance below the line­ 
man. 
Seiger, the only witness of the ac­ 
cident, savs that Fackler called to him to 
release his hold upon the rope, which the 
lineman above wished.to unfasten. When 
Seiger gazed upward he beheld Fackler’s 
body dangling from the swing, while 
smoke hurled from his gloved right hand. 
The danger of rescuers meeting the same 
fate was so great that the body was not 
taken down until after the wires had been 
cut. 
It was then lowered upon* ladders 
brought by the Royal firemen. 
The pul- 
motor was called into service, but to no 
avail. 


John Kelly, of Waynesboro, manager 
of the Pare Oil pumping station, near 
Quinsy, suffered the complete loss of his 
Chalmers automobile Tuesday evening by 
fire, near Charmain. 
Mr. Kelly had 
spent the day 
the vicinity of Fairffald. 
superintending the repair of A break in the 
pipe line. 
In the evening he started for 
home, but his engine stalled near the toll 
gate along the pike below Charmain. He 
phoned to W. M. Fisher, manager of a 
Waynesboro garage, to come and tow the 
machine up the mountain, 
Mr. Fisher 
jumped into a car and went to the rescue. 
Everything went well until the steep grade 
below the railroad at Charmain was reach­ 
ed. At this point the strain upon the tow- 
rope become too great and the two mach-‘ 
ines parted company. 
The machine in 
which Mr. Kelly was riding ran tack 
down the pike a short distance and then 
down over a bank and upset. 
Mr. Kelly 
jumped and saved himself. Scarcely had 
the car turned over when it burst into 
flames. 
Owing to the proximity of the j 
fire to the gasoline tank, it was unsafe to 
venture close enough to attempt to extin­ 
guish it. The destroyed car was a $1500 
machine. About $300 insurance was car­ 
ried on it,

Season with some of the broth and 
steam and cook in a frying pan for 
an hour on the back part of the stove. 
Serve hot with dill pickles and bread 
and butter. 


Delicious Dish.—Take 
three 
veal; 
kidneys and remove all fat; cut a mild 
onion as fine as possible, shred and“ 
add a small bunch of parsley, a heap­ 
ing tablespoonful of each. 
Add a ta­ 
blespoonful of butter to a hot fryingr 
pan and drop the kidneys into it. Cov­ 
er and steam for fifteen minutes, then 
pour over a half cup of sour 
fruit 
juice, and serve. 


Lobster in Cream Sauce.—In places 
where fresh lobsters are plenty, thi* 
will be a change from the usual ways 
of serving it. 
Boil the lobster in the 
shell, and then remove the meat and 
cut it in bits. 
Add the lobster meat 
to a rich white sauce, and just before 
serving squeeze a little lemon juice 
over the dish. 


Sausage Omelet.—Beat five eggs un­ 
til light, add a finely chopped onion, 
a small green one preferred; add a 
heaping 
tablespoonful 
of 
chopped 
smoked ham or liver sausage. Season 
with salt and^pepper and put into a 
hot omelet pan. 


English Tea Cakes.—Beat two eggs 
and add a cup of powdered sugar, beat 
well, add a half teaspoon of almond 
extract, a cup of flour and a teaspoon­ 
ful of baking powder, mixed together, 
with a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Beat until smooth and then add a half 
cup of scalding hot milk. 
Bake in 
gem pans. 


Sponge Cake.—When we consider 
the price of butter and the yet reason­ 
able price of eggs, though they are 
soaring, a sponge cake is not an ex­ 
travagant one to prepare. Five eggs, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of flour, a 
teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Beat 
the whites and yolks separately, add 
the sugar to the whites, 
then 
the 
yolks and the flour. 
Flavor to taste 
and bake in an angel food pan. This 
makes a large cake.

PONDEROUS SEA ELEPHANTS. 


They Have Two Foot Trunks and Flip­ 
pers Tipped W ith Claws. 


That which is believed to be the last 
herd of sea elephants known to exist 
is to be found at Guadalupe island, off 
the west coast of Mexico. 
In the herd 
there are now only about thirty speci­ 
mens. 


The sea elephant is an important link 
in the chain of evolution and is the 
largest of all fin footed animals. 
The 
adult male is about twenty-two feet 
in length and is about eight feet high 
when propped up on his front flippers 
in a natural position. 
These great 
bulls weigh from two to three tons 
and have a trunk, or proboscis, which, 
when relaxed, hangs down over the 
mouth about two feet 
In the end of 
this the nostrils are placed rather wide 
apart, and when they breathe their 
whole mass trembles in tiny undula­ 
tions to the very end. 


The flipper's are thick and tipped 
with heavy claws. 
There is a tail 
about one foot and a half long, sepa­ 
rated horizontally in two divisions. 
This tail acts as a propeller, to resist 
the huge creature when he comes in 
through the breakers. 
He hoists his 
back flippers and tail so as to catch 
the full sweep of the waves, and then 
allows himself to be washed up on the 
beach. 


Coarse, bristly hair grows sparsely 
from the back along the body, and a 
tough protecting crust of flesh reaches 
like a shield from the lower Jaw down 
over the chest and round to the back 
of the neck. 
This biblike affair is 
nature’s provision for protection in 
time of battle. 
The male fights vi­ 
ciously in the mating season, and the 
chest protector prevents much loss of 
life.

This effectually pro­ 
tected the eggs from being broken 
while handling. 


Another day my hostess ordered two 
Ms«mll” oysters for dinner.

der caused me to wonder a little, for I 
knew that there would be seven to 
dine, besides the servants, hut when 
the oysters arrived all was explained, 
for one weighed 
four and a half 
pounds, and the other five pounds. On

The said Town Council shall 
and is hereby authorized to make con­ 
tracts for the lighting of the streets and 
highways of said borough as aforesaid 
with any individual or corporation desir­ 
ing to furnish light for such purpose, up­ 
on the best terms obtainable for the kind 
of light prescribed by said Town Council, 
but no such contract shall be for a longer 
term than ten (10) years. 


S ec. 3. 
Said contracts for the lighting 
of the streets and highways of said bor­ 
ough shall be approved by the Town 
Council and shall, when so approved be 
executed in the name of the borough of 
New Oxford by the President of the Town 
Council and the corporate seal of the said 
borough shall be amxed thereto and at­ 
tested by the Secretary of the Town Coun­ 
cil. 


Sko. 4. 
The said Town Council shall 
have the right and power to incorporate 
into any contract for the lighting of the 
streets and highways of said borough a 
provision that the franchise of the party 
or corporation lighting said streets and 
highways shall be exclusive within said 
borough during the period of the con­ 
tract, if, in the opinion of the Town Coun­ 
cil, it shall be advisable so to do.

Started by Principal. 


John Fraauf is principal of Public 
School No. 14, at No. 225 East Twen­ 
ty-seventh street. 
Briefly, he has es­ 
tablished his work on this theory: 
A 
girl with a trade that will earn her a 
good living is less apt to go wrong 
than a girl whose wages are insuffi­ 
cient to feed, let alone clothe and 
house her. 
This latter type of girl he 
points to as generally being the shop 
girl. 


“A girl who graduates from public 
•chool,” he says, “has two courses— * 
to go to work at unskilled labor in a 
store for what she can get, generally 
$3 to $5 a week, or to enter a trade 
school, from which she will be grad­ 
uated with the ability to earn a good 
living wage. The school savings bank 
we have established is intended to 
give children of the poor a chance to 
save enough money to learn a trade, 
and thus to prevent them from meet­ 
ing the fate of the girl in the ‘Unfin­ 
ished Story.’ ” 


Long Island Man Started It. 


Public School No. 14 is situated be­ 
tween Second and Third avenues, in 
one of the poorest sections of the 
city. 
Can you imagine the children 
of that section of the East side acting 
as depositors in a savings bank, and 
can you imagine what cash balance 
•uch a bank would show after two 


total $14,055.1L 
In two years the to­ 
tal 
withdrawals have been but C3,* 
704.02, leaving a balance of 510,350 20, 
vhlch belongs to the little East elders 
who attend the school. 
Not one is 
older than fifteen. 


The total number of depositors Is 
1,350. 
This makes the avorage de­ 
posit a little more than $7.66. 
The 
chief capitalist among the children is 
a girl. 
She can write her check for 
$135.31. 
The smallest depositor has 
a credit of one cen t 


Monday Is Banking Day. 


Monday is banking day. 
All de­ 
posits are made on that day. 
The 
system is a unique one. The children 
in each class arise alphabetically and 
go to the front of the room, whero 
tlio teacher sits with a cash memo­ 
randum. 
Each child hands 
in 
its 
bank book with its deposit. 
The de­ 
posit is entered in the bank book, 
which is returned to the depositor. 
The teacher acting as recoiving teller 
credits tho deposit on tho cash memo­ 
randum after the name of the deposi­ 
tor. 
Then tho teacher counts the 
money and compares it with the bal­ 
ance of tho cash memorandum shoot, 
after which the caBh is placed in an 
envelope and sealed, the amount writ­ 
ten on it, together with 
tho 
class 
number and teacher's 
name. 
Each 
teacher then repairs to the room of 
Dr. Sonnenberg and deposits her class 
collections in a strong box, which is 
taken to one of tho big savings banks. 
The bank opens tho envelopes, com­ 
pares' tho amounts within with tho 
amounts written on them and, if cor­ 
rect, so stamps the envelopes, which 
are returned to tho teachors as can­ 
celed vouchors. 
Tho money is then 
entered in tho pass book of Public 
School No. 14. 


As Dr. Sonnonberg explained, it Is 
easy to deposit money, but, while 
each child depositor Is, of coumo, en­ 
titled to draw at any timo he or she 
desires, tho bank is run on a strict 
saving theory, an.d it requires a good

years of existence? 
No, you cannot, 
for when you hear that those children 
of the tenements have on deposit in 
the school bank $10,350.29, you will 
be inclined to laugh. 
Yet such is the 
case. 


The m atter of school savings banks 
originated with J. H. Thiry of Long 
Island City several years ago. 
The 
state board of education adopted reso­ 
lutions permitting the establishment 
of such institutions wi*ere advisable, 
and thus, with the way opened, Prin­ 
cipal Fruauf started out to make such 
a bank a reality in his school. 
The 
first thing he did was to appoint Dr. 
Herman J. Sonnenberg, one of the 
teachers in No. 14, active head and 
organizer of the bank. 
Dr. Sonnen­ 
berg, out of several schemes that had 
been tried, evolved, in February, 1911, 
the system that Is still in use. 


The bank was opened formally on 
February 20, that year, and the first 
day's deposits 
showed 
a total of 
$160.34, From that time to dato the 
bank has accumulated deposits that 


deal more rod tape to get cash out 
than it does to put it in. 
To begin 
with, the parents of the children first 
must sign tho check for withdrawal, 
and it then must be countersigned by 
the principal. This method, Principal 
Fruauf explained, prevents tho with­ 
drawal of funds for the purpose of 
lolly pops or other delicacies dear to 
the heart of children. It will bo easily 
seen that his methods, praiseworthy 
as they are, have made him by no 
means popular with tho candy ven­ 
ders who find their customers largely 
among the school children. 


Over $200 In One Day. 


When any depositor has accumulat­ 
ed $5 in his account ho is privileged 
to have the account transferred to 
his own name at the bank. 
In other 
words, he is given a regular pass 
book at the savings institution whero 
the school bank deposits its funds, 
and thereafter is a bona fide depositor 
in the larger institution, save that he 
is still not allowed to draw his money 
without authorization from his 
pa­ 
rents and principal. 
This is a prero­ 
gative held by tho school, for the rea­ 
son that it was through it that tho 
account was transferred. 


“That our bank is a growing insti­ 
tution,” said Mr. Fruauf, “is shown 
by the daily increase Jn our deposits. 
On the opening day we had deposits 
of $160.34, while last Monday $204.57 
was credited to the accounts of our 
children. 


“The bank does many things be­ 
sides giving children of tho poor a 
start in life once they are out of 
school It teaches Indelibly the theory 
of saving, creates a tendency to eco­ 
nomy, promotes business sense in the 
handling of money and provides the 
competitive 
desire 
to 
save. 
You 
should see our little fellows and girls 
hoarding up their pennies against de­ 
positors’ day. 


Great Aim of Institution, 


“But seriously, the greatest aim >s 
to give the public school graduates— 
particularly the girls—a chance to get 
on their feet once they are out of 
school. 
Statistics have shown that 
girls who have trades aro far better 
qualified to meet the battle for sub­

The Temple» of Karnak. 


Of all tho monumental ruins of the 
ancient world thero Is probably no one 
of more intrinsic interest than Karnak. 
a “town of temples.” 
With a history 
extending from the first dynasty down 
to tho Roman occupation of Egypt, it 
epitomizes tho history of religion for 
5,000 years, and is quite unique as a 
historic document. 
Since 1S95 sys­ 
tematic excavations have been carried 
on there, and now a vast collec tion 
of photographs, and plans, and de­ 
scriptions lie useless, becauso unpub­ 
lished and unaccessiblo to scholar» 
and tho public. 
A correspondent of 
the London Times calls attention to 
tho matter, and urges an immgedtate 
compilation and publication of the 
Karnak data. 
This, he says, is what 
the archaeological world wants: "(1 ) 
Complete plans, sections and eleva^ 
tlons of the monument up to date. (1.) 
Short but complete description (with 
dates) of the course of the excavar 
tions. 
(3 ) A detailed account of the 
temple or Osiris which is unique. ( 4.) 
Detailed accounts of objects found."— 
New York Evening Post.

Delaware Executive Replies to Pro- 
tests Against Relic of Barbarism and 


W a r n s Evil-Doers It Will Stay. 


Despite the nation-wlcle protest made 
I iKuiust the continuance of the whip 
ping post in the state of Delaware 
Crovernor Charles R. Miller gave out a 
statement in Wilmington, In which ho 
declared 
that his state would eon- 
tinne to do as it pleased, without re- 
spect to the opinion of tlie nation in 
general. 


Governor Miller's defl was issuocl, 
followhiii a storm of protest against 
the public whipping of two negrooa. 
The punishment of the two men fol- 
lowed closely on an agitation started 
in congross to force Delaware to abol- 
ish its relic of barbarism—probably 
the last whipping post in the civilized 
world. 


Governor Miller's statement reads: 
"The oourtsand other legal author- 
ities of the state of Delaware Avill ad- 
minister the internal affairs of the 
commonweallh regardless of any at- 
tempted interferonre by a member of 
congress or of IndivMuals residing in 
other states, who are Ignorant of con- 
ditions and permit themselves to be 
misled by extravagant and highly col- 
ored newspaper articles. 


"The persons who have written me 
numerous letters, some of them abus- 
ive and Insulting to the citizenship of 
the state, should pause to consider 
that state government in America Is 
based upon a statutory law by men 
elected by the people. 


"I shall uphold the siato's co^'r's in 
the 
administration of the law rnd 
warn all evil-doers to give Delawiro a 
wide bei-th if they wish to esca: • the 
whipping post." 


He said the whipping post was the 
fundamental punishment for crim ? to 
evil d.oors in Delaware sin 
lfi5G and 
will continue to be so far as he Is per- 
sonally concerned until the people by 
their own free will decree otherwise. 


Governor Miller 
personally favors 
the whipping post. 
He considers it 
one of the most effective barriers to 
vicious criminals, and points to the 
minimum record of crime In Delaware 
as larscelv d.ie to the fear of the whip- 
ping post With this mode of punish- 
ment abandoned, he Is of the belief 
that Wilmington would become a stop- 
ping oiT place for the biggest criminals 
in the country from the large cities 
with 
which 
Wilmington is in lino, 
namely, New York, Philadelphia^ Bal- 
timore and Washington,

Than Heretofore. 


If experiments now being made on 
the brain of the late Dr. Maurice How- 
ard Richardson by his former scien- 
tific associates should furnish fhe de- 
sired "results, this old world 
would 
have to be placed on a different foot- 
ing from any that it ever held before, 
whether for better or worse. 
The end 
sought after is to read the thoughts 
which they think leave a permanent 
impression upon the brain in a series 
of definite lines. 
Dr. Richardson was 
a firm believer in this theory, and it 
was that it might be studied in his 
own case that ho made disposition of 
his brain in his will. 


By analogy, at least, the idea pre- 
sents features that rob it of absurd- 
ity. 
The manner In which the steel 
needle makes its impression on the 
wax cylinder of the phonograph, and 
the later reversal of the operation for 
the purpose of reproducing the mes- 
sage, is one of the best Illustratlocis 
of a possible process in the phenome- 
na .-of mental impressions and their 
translation into speech or action. That 
the similarity appealed to 
Mr. 
Ed- 
ison himself seems more than proba- 
ble, as he has In this, as in 
other 
views, fully committed himself to a 
wholly materallstic conception of life. 


If the theory, then, has even slight 
kindred evidences in its favor, the re- 
searches now being carried on with 
much secrecy may disclose unexpect- 
ed results. 
If the lines on the brain 
should be found related to definite 
thought impressions, their 
interpre- 
tation is not beyond human powers. 
The same order of mind that wrested 
the key to the Egyptian hieroglyphics 
from the mutilated Rosetta Stone may 
possibly do as much from the brain of 
a dead professor, bringing to light the 
thoughts which he kept hidden even 
from his own heart while In life. 


Should this come about, however, it 
is hardly necessary to speculate upon 
the portentous changes that would be 
wrought. 
No man could hide himself, 
nor could any nation practice the artg 
of diplomacy. 
No one could be led 
astray that was not willing to go. The 
Black 
Hand 
would 
betray its 
own 
secrets and the white slaver convict 
himself. 
Congressional Investigations 
would cease, and the reformer 
dis- 
close at a glance whether he really 
liked grape juice or preferred some- 
thing stronger. 
And John 
couldn't 
even think that his wife thinks he is 
going to the club, for fear that she 
would find him out,«the gay deceiver. 


In view of which, together witjj a 
thousand and one other complications 
that would ensue, it will perhaps be 
best if the Harvard scientists fail of 
their purpose.—Washington

York.—For 
a half hour Wednesday 
morning the body of Arthur E. Fackler, 
26 yearB old, an employe of the York Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Co., hun« in mid- 
air» fluspended by his life belt from the 
top of a polo in the West End, in full 
view of a largo throng of horrified men, 
women ami children. 
It was 
finally 
lowered, and two hours were spent in a 
fruitleßs attempt to restore the life burned 
i out by 2200 volts of electricity from a wire 
with which the man had accidently come 
in contact. 
Fackler was working upon a 
"swing" on a cable, and Marlet Reiger, 
bis brother-in-law, in the street below, 
was holding a rope which depreesed tho 
hlgh-tenelon electric wires to what was re- 
garded as a safe distance below the line- 
man. 
Seiger, the only witness of the ac- 
cident, savs that Fackler called to him to 
release his hold upon the rope, which the 
hneman above wished,to unfasten. When 
Seiger gazed upward he beheld Fackler's 
body dangling from the swintr, 
while 
smoke hurled from his gloved right hand. 
The danger of rescuers meeting the same 
fate was so great that the body was not 
taken down until after the wires had been 
cut. 
It was then lowered upon* ladders 
brought by tho Royal 
firemen. 
Tho pul- 
motor was called into service, but to no 
avail. 


John Kelly, of Waynesboro, 
manager 
of the Pure Oil pumping station, near 
Quinsy, suffered the complete loss of his 
Chalmers automobile Tuesday evening by 
fire, near 
Charmain. 
Mr, Kelly had 
spent the day In the vicFnity of Fairffald, 
superintending the repair of a break in the 
pipe line. 
In the evening ho started for 
home, but his engine stalled near tho toll 
gate along the pike below Charmain. He 
phoned to W. M. Fisher, manager of a 
Waynesboro garage, to come and tow the 
machine up the mountain. 
Mr. Fisher 
jumped into a car and went to the rescue. 
Everything went well until the steep grade 
below the railroad at Charmain was reach- 
ed. At this point the strain upon the tow- 
rope become too great and the two mach-" 
ines parted company. 
The machine in 
which Mr. Kelly was riding ran tack 
down the pike a short clistanoe and then 
down over a bank and upset. 
Mr. Kelly 
jumped and saved himself. Scarcely had 
the car turned over when it burst into 
flames. 
Owing to the proximity of the 
fire to tho gasoline lank, it was unsafe to 
venture close enough to attempt to extin- 
guish it. Thedestroyed car was a$i500 
machine. 
About $300 insurance was car- 
ried on it.

with salt andypepper and put into a 
hot omelet pan. 


English Tea Cakes.—Beat two eggs 
and add a cup of powdered sugar, beat 
well, add a half teaspoon of almond 
extract, a cup of fiour and a teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder, mixed together, 
with a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Beat until smooth and then add a half 
cup of scalding hot milk.

Sponge Cake.—^When

the price of butter and the yet reason- 
able price of eggs, though they are 
soaring, a sponge cake Is not an ex- 
travagant one to prepare.

Sour apples fried with onions are 
good; a bit of butter add, and be sure 
to have the fat hot when the apple« 
and onions aro put In, or they will 
not brown. 


For Parisian apples, peel the apple» 
and then cut them with a potato ball 
cutter into small balls. 
Put to cook 
In a rich eirup flavored with lemon 
juice, 
When tender, cooj and serve

PONDEROUS SEA ELEPHANTS. 


Thsy Havs Two Foot Trunks and Flip- 
psrs Tipped With Claws. 


That which is believed to be the last 
herd of sea elephants known to exist 
is to be found at Guadalupe Island, off 
the west coast of Mexico. In the herd 
there are now only about thirty speci- 
mens. 


The sea elephant is an important link 
in the chain of evolution and is the 
largest of all fin footed animals. The 
adult male is about twenty-two feet 
In length and is about eight feet high 
when propped up on his front fiippers 
in a natural position. 
These great 
bulls weigh from two to three tons 
and have a trunk, or proboscis, which, 
when relaxed, hangs down over the 
mouth about two feet 
In the end of 
this the nostrils are placed rather wide 
apart and whon they breathe their 
whole mass trembles in tiny undula- 
tions to the very end. 


The filppei^ are thick and tipped 
with heavy claws. 
There is a tall 
about one foot and a half long, sepa- 
rated horizontally in two divisions. 
This tall acts as a propeller, to resist 
the huge creature when he comes in 
through the breakers. 
He hoists his 
back flippers and tall so as to catch 
the full sweep of the waves, and then 
allows himself to be washed up on the 
beach. 


Coarse, bristly hair grows sparsely 
from the back along the body, and a 
tough protecting crust of flesh reaches 
like a shield from the lower Jaw down 
over the chest and round to the back 
of the neck.

It is a school

Started by Principal. 


John Frwauf is principal of Public 
School No. 14, at No. 225 East Twen- 
ty-seventh street. 
Briefly, he has es- 
tablished his work on this theory: 
A 
girl with a trade that will earn her a 
good living Is less apt to go wrong 
than a girl whose wages are Insuili- 
cient to feed, let alono clothe and 
house her.

"A girl who graduates from public

we have established Is Intended to

Public School No, 14 Is situated be- 
tween Second and Third avenues, In 
one of the poorest sections of the 
city.

Monday Is Banking Day. 


Monday is banking day. 
All do- 
posits are made on that day. 
Tho 
system Is a unique ono. Tho children 
in each class arise alphabetically and 
go to tho front of the room, whore 
tho tcachor sits with a cash memo- 
randum. 
Bach child hands 
In 
Its 
bank book with its deposit 
The de- 
posit Is entered In the bank book, 
which is returned to the depositor. 
Tho toacher acting as recolving tt^ller 
credits tho deposit on tho cash memo- 
randum after the name of the deposi- 
tor. 
Then tho teacher counts 
the

and thereafter is a bona fide depositor 
in the larger institution, save that he 
Is still not allowed to draw his money 
without authorization from his 
pa- 
rents and principal. 
This Is a prero- 
gative held by tho school, for tho rea- 
son that It was through It that tho 
account was transferred. 


"That our bank is a growing insti- 
tution," said Mr. Fruauf, "Is shown 
by tho dally Increaso In our deposits. 
On the opening day we had deposits 
of $160.34, while last Monday $204.57 
was credited to the accounts of our 
children. 


"Tho bank does many things be- 
sides giving children of the poor a 
start in life once they are out of 
school It teaches Indelibly the theory 
of saving, creates a tendency to eco- 
nomy, promotes business sense in the 
handling of money and provides the 
competitive

to 
save. 
You 
should see our little fellows and girls 
hoarding up their pennies against de- 
positors' day. 


Great Aim of Ingtitutlon, 


"But seriously, the greatest aim Js 
to give the public school graduates— 
particularly the girls—a chance to get 
on their feet once they are out of 
school. 
Statistics have shown 
that 
girls who have trades are far better 
qualified to meet the battle for sub- 
sistence than those who havo not and 
are obliged to take unskilled places 
at whatever employers choose to pay 
them 
A girl, in my notion, rarely 
gets Into trouble because she wants 
to. 
It is because she is driven to it 
by sheer desperation. 
You will find 
the percentage of girls who make mis- 
takes greater among the classes who 
live in poverty than among those with 
plenty. 
The answer is simple. 
The 
poor girl must work U> live. 
But 


opportunity to make money evidently 
was too great a temptation to tb« 
heirs, and so the love story of the two 
poets was given to the world.

Yet unquo»- 
tlonably sho Is actuated by what shi 
believes to be high motives in publish- 
ing her husband's letters. As it is Im* 
possible to criticise her action whilt 
In Ignorance of the contents of the 
epistles, we may assume that thero ii 
something In the letters of valuo to 
tho world. Assuredly sho would never 
havo consented 
to publishing 
more 
lovo letters and oplstles having to do 
with affairs of no interest to anyone 
outsldo tho immediate family. 


The Temple» of Karnak. 


Of all tho monumental ruins of the 
ancient world thoro Is probably no one 
of more Intrinsic interest than Karnak, 
a "town of temples." 
With a history 
extending from the first dynasty down 
to tho Roman occupation of Egypt, U 
epitomizes tho history of religion for 
5,000 years, and is quite unique as a 
historic document. 
Sinco 1S95 sys- 
tematic excavations have been carried 
on there, and now a vast collei tion 
of photographs, and plans, and de* 
scriptlons lie useless, because unpub- 
lished and unaccesslblo to scbulars 
and tho public. 
A correspondent of 
the London Times calls attention to 
tho matter, and urges an Immgediata 
compilation 
and publication of 
th» 
Karnak data. 
This, he says, la what 
tho archaeological world wants: "(1 ) 
Complete plans, sections and eleva* 
tlons of the monument up to date. (1.) 
Short but complete description (with 
dates} of the course of the oxcavit 
tlons. 
(3 ) A detailed account of the 
temple or Osiris which Is unique. (4.) 
Detailed accounts of objects found."— 
Now York Evening Post.
